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Drink-drive 

crackdown 

POLICE officers have launched 
a month-long crackdown on 
motorists drink-driving in 
Suffolk. 

The annual enforcement 
campaign which kicked off last 
Friday will see officers 
carrying out roadside checks. 

Drivers involved in 
collisions and anyone stopped 
for a motoring offence will also 
be breathalysed. 

Sgt Paul Ward of Suffolk 
Police’s casualty reduction 
team, said: “I want to remind 
people who go to pubs and 
other people’s houses for street 
parties, barbecues and football 
matches that they must not 
feel pressured into drinking 
alcohol then getting behind 
the wheel of a car. Officers will 
be particularly active around 
relevant times. The safest and 
only sensible option for any 
driver would be to not drink 
any alcohol. 

“We are also asking 
members of the public to tell 
us about people they know 
who are drink-driving. They 
are a danger to themselves, to 
you, your family and others, 
and they should be stopped.” 

The force carried out 507 
tests in June last year, catching 
111 drink drivers, while the 
year before 61 of the 711 
drivers tested were found to be 
over the limit.

Town misses Portas 
cash - but all’s not lost 

NEWMARKET is among the hundreds of 
towns which have failed to land a 
£100,000 grant to help revitalise their 
high streets. 

Just a dozen of more than 370 towns 
which applied have qualified for a slice of 
the £1,2m Portas Pilot funding as part of 
the initiative launched by TV’s Mary 
Portas with Government minister Grant 
Shapps. 

But while Newmarket was not 
successful, Cllr Warwick Hirst said the 
bid submitted by the town council and its 
High Street regeneration committee had 
done what it set out to. 

He said: “We got lots of support. The 
idea was to get everybody behind the 
High Street, which is what we have 
achieved.” 

Newmarket could be successful in a 
second round of bidding which will see 
another 15 towns chosen. 

And work was taking place regardless to 
install new street furniture in High Street 
as part of the regeneration committee’s 
efforts to rejuvenate the thoroughfare. 
Funding has come from Forest Heath 
District Council and the £50,000 sum 
awarded to the committee by the town 
council. The aim is to have new bins, 
planters, benches and cycle racks 
installed by the time the Olympic torch 
passes through Newmarket on July 7 
but the work is expected to be 
completed before then.

Mackie, 1 
an inspira 



A SHY teenager who has 
developed her 
confidence through 
working with very young 
children has been nominated 
for a top award. 

Sixteen-year-old schoolgirl Mackie 
Goddard, from Swaffham Prior, had 
behavioural problems but has 
undergone a transformation after 
help from a school support worker 
and is also active in the local 
community. 

Now she has been nominated for 
Ferrier Pearce Young People of the 
Year in Cambridgeshire. 

Last September, in Peterborough 
Cathedral, teenager John Morris of 
St Ives - who had overcome family 
trauma to lead Scouts - beat nine 
other fantastic finalists to be 
crowned the county's 2011 Young 
Person of the Year. 

Now the search is on to "reveal, 
recognise and reward" the young 
heroes of 2012. The winner will 
receive £800 and there will be other 
rizes from a pot of £2,000 put up 
y sponsors, including the police, 
Cambridgeshire communications 
experts Ferrier Pearce, world leader 
in wireless technology CSR and 
Wisbech crop production specialists 
Hutchinsons. 

Mackie, of Fairview Grove, was 
nominated by Judith Appleby, 
business support assistant at 
Bottisham Children's Centre in Lode 
Road, Bottisham, which caters for 
youngsters up to 5. The centre is on 
the campus of Bottisham Village 
College, which Mackie attends. 

Mackie's young life has not been 
easy. As a baby it was discovered 
that she had a cyst on her brain, 
which was operated on 
immediately. The condition meant 
that she was in and out of hospital 
and had eight follow-up operations 
by the time she was 10. 

As a teenager she had 
behavioural problems and had to 
cope with her parents splitting up. 

Judith said that Mackie has gone 
the extra mile while doing work 
experience every Thursday for the 
past academic year.

"Mackie was shy and lacked 
confidence but has now built up 
great rapport with parents and 
children," she said. 

Mackie works in the creches or 
doing administration and now 
regularly leads a rock and rhyme 
session for 15 youngsters, which 
involves singing and art. 

She has regularly helped to run 
groups during school holidays and 
has signed up to be a volunteer on a 
permanent basis. 

"Mackie always does anything 
asked of her and is a pleasure to 
work with. Mackie's enthusiasm and 
willingness is a credit to her and a 
role model to others her own age," 
said Judith. 

"The children really enjoy her 
presence and co-operate with her. 
Such is their confidence in her that 
the children often ask her for help." 

Asked about her volunteering, 
Mackie, who wants a career helping 
children, said: "I think that there's so 
much more that people can give to 
children and young people and I 
want to contribute to that. 

"I feel a lot more confident now 
that I have been working with the 
children and alongside such 
amazing colleagues. I could notask 
for a better team of people to work 


with. They have been so 
welcoming. 

"I love helping the children. Even 
if I have had a poor day I like the 
fact that I have got something to 
look forward to. 

"I have made some strong bonds 
with the parents and children. Six of 
the youngsters all want to sit with 
me rather than anyone else. 

"I was naughty at school. I was 
disruptive and rude in class and 
used bad language to anyone and 
everyone. Nobody asked me why or 
my views or if I was OK until I was 
offered one-to-one support with a 
student support officer Sarah 
Claydon. I was just lost in life but 
Sarah helped me to get back on 
track. I'm now a completely 
different person and that allowed 
me to do this work experience with 
the youngsters." 

Mackie now mentors pupils in 
the inclusion unit at college who 
have problems. 

Sarah said she was overwhelmed 
by the praise but pointed out that 
Mackie's transformation was all 
through her own endeavours and 
hard work. 

"She has overcome here 
adversities through resilience and 
determination and now has a 


different perspective on life and 
become an inspirational young 
woman," she said. 

Mackie's dad Ray, with whom she 
has lived for the past two years, said: 
"She is 100 per cent different now 
compared to when she had 
difficulties. Sarah has been brilliant 
in helping Mackie and supporting 
her. 

"Mackie loves the time with the 
kids. She is treated there like an 
adult and given responsibility, all of 
which has given her confidence." 

YOPEY founder Tony Gearing 
said: "This is an inspirational tale 
about a young woman who had 
serious health problems soon after 
birth, then behavioural difficulties in 
her teens. Yet, with support Mackie 
has overcome problems, turned her 
life around to help youngsters and 
her local community." 

This year's YOPEV is open to 
young people aged 10 to 25, with 
the winner receiving £800. Other 
prizes will be provided from a pot of 
£2,000 put up by sponsors, 
including the police and 
communications experts Ferrier 
Pearce.

BADMINTON clubs in 
Newmarket are campaigning to 
save their “spiritual home” 
from closure. 

The St Philips and Newmarket 
badminton clubs are appealing to 
Suffolk County Council to allow 
them to carry on playing at 
Scaltback Middle School after it 
shuts next month. 

The groups, which have about 80 
adult and junior members, are also 
appealing for the council to keep a 
community facility on the site to 
allow the sport to be played there in 
the years to come. 

John Harvey, a committee member 
at the St Philips Badminton Club, 
which has been based at the school 
for at least 35 years, said: “It’s our 
spiritual home - we have spent an 
awful lot of hours running around 
on those courts.” 

The 54-year-old, of Newmarket’s 
All Saints Road, said the venue did 
not have to be left empty. He added: 
“To leave the hall idle and unused 
would be so sad, unnecessary and 
really socially unacceptable after 
such a thriving and active life. It will 
affect our club members personally 
if we were to lose our home base.” 


No other location in the town was 
able to accommodate the clubs, he 
said, and they would be forced to 
look miles away to play, spelling the 
end for badminton based in the 
town. 

He said: “Closure of the school 
and specifically the hall would 
mean a major loss of an important 
facility affecting our clubs’ ability to 
provide social and competitive play 
and the development of youngsters 
and badminton in the town. It could 


seriously impact on the local leagues 
as the clubs’ teams are a quarter of 
those teams in the leagues.” 

They are urging people to take 
part in the Suffolk County Council 
consultation on the future of the 
Scaltback and St Felix middle school 
sites after the schools close in July as 
part of the reorganisation of 
education in Suffolk. 

Mr Harvey said: “We need the 
people of Newmarket to respond to 
the Suffolk County Council 


consultation by the June 29 deadline 
showing that there is a desire and 
need for a community facility and 
ideally supporting retention of a 
community facility for badminton, 
other sports and clubs on the 
Scaltback site otherwise we may 
very well lose it all completely.”

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WATER buffalo were caught 
cooling off during a hard day's 
work at a nature reserve. 

The beasts were spotted enjoying 
a dip in one of the water-filled 
ditches at the Chippenham Fen 
National Nature Reserve, where 
they help out by grazing the land, 
during last week's hot spell. 

Chris Hainsworth, senior reserve 
manager with Natural England, 
who is based at the reserve, said 
the animals like nothing better on 
a hot day than a good wallow in 
the water and a chance to chew 


the cud. 

He said a handful of the water 
buffalo were first drafted in from 
a buffalo dairy in Wales about a 
decade ago to keep the fen 
vegetation down - and they are 
doing a splendid job. 

Mr Hainsworth said: "We got 
them about 10 years ago as an 
experiment to see how effective 
they were at managing a fenland 
site. We have found them to be 
very effective at doing that. 
"There are a lot of cold water 
ditches in the fen and we were 


worried that cows might fall in 
and struggle to get out and 
drown whereas water buffalo are 
quite happy to get into the ditch 
and graze the vegetation in and 
alongside it." 

By munching away on the 109- 
hectare site, the seven animals 
allow rare species to flourish, 
including Cambridge milk 
parsley, which is found at only 
three sites in Britain. 

He said: "It keeps the fen a 
special place with a lot of rare 
fenland speciality plants." 


Visitors could catch a glimpse of 
the water buffalo from the public 
footpaths. 

A guided tour of the reserve will 
be taking place from 2pm on 
Sunday, June 17 in parts of the 
reserve usually closed to the 
public. 

Walkers are encouraged to bring 
insect repellent and are warned 
conditions may be muddy.

Vision to be set out 
for housing growth 


WORK is about to start 
towards plugging the gap in 
policy that contributed to 
the secretary of state’s 
rejection of plans to develop 
land at Hatchfield Farm in 
Newmarket. 

The Earl of Derby’s bid for 
permission for up to 1,200 
homes, shops, restaurants and 
employment space on his land 
in north-east Newmarket was 
thrown out by Forest Heath 
District Council last year. 

While the landowner appealed 
against the decision, Govern¬ 
ment minister Eric Pickles 
upheld the council’s original 
ruling after a lengthy planning 
inquiry. The inquiry report said 
there was a lack of policy 
relating to where homes should 
go in the district and a question 
mark over the numbers needed 
in this location. 

It said it would be premature

to allow the scheme to go ahead 
before a Forest Heath review to 
resolve the issues, which may or 
may not identify the site for 
development. 

The council’s cabinet was last 
week set to approve an initial 
consultation document which 
will ask people’s views on what 
an appropriate level of housing 
growth for Forest Heath would 
be, where new housing should 
go and how delivery should be 
phased. 

Cllr Rona Burt, cabinet 
member for planning, housing 
and transport at the council, 
said: “We all know that we need 
new homes tomorrow for the 
children of today, but it is an 
emotive and often controversial 
subject which is why we want as 
many people as possible to join 
in the conversation. I will be 
asking my cabinet colleagues to 


approve a document for 
consultation but it is important 
to remember that this is simply 
an introduction and background. 
Nothing is decided, everything - 
including numbers of houses 
and locations - is up for 
discussion so I encourage 
everyone to join us in this 
conversation.” 

The council will put together 
a document laying out its 
preferred option for growth 
before consulting again in the 
autumn and it intends to submit 
the final document to the 
Secretary of State in the spring. 

The document is expected to 
be adopted by the council as 
part of the district’s 
development plan in February 
2014. 

A spokesman for Lord Derby 
recently told the News the Earl 
had not made a decision on 
whether to submit another 
application to develop the land.

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When worlds collide 


With her thought-provoking new drama, 27, playing in Cambridge, 
award-winning writer Abi Morgan takes time out of her hectic 
schedule to talk science and Sisters with Jennifer Shelton 


S HE has been described to 
me, by several different 
people, as 'the busiest 
woman in the world', so 
despite several false-starts and 
a bit of last-minute 
rescheduling, I'm delighted to 
get Abi Morgan on the phone 
at all late one Friday afternoon. 

The pen behind Shame, The Iron 
Lady and BBC drama The Hour - and 
that's just in the last year - Morgan is 
currently taking her latest play, 27, on 
tour after its successful run at the 
National Theatre of Scotland. 

27 is based on the true story of a 
study of nuns, conducted with the 
hope of unlocking the mysteries of 
Alzheimer's. Set in a convent, it sees 
science clash with faith as one young 
Sister struggles with her conscience in 
order to do what's right. 

When we talk, Morgan is on the 
way back from presenting the play to 
an audience of real-life nuns in 
Glasgow, and it seems to have gone 
down well. 

"It was really moving and a real 
honour to show it to an audience that 
completely understands the issues 
within it," she says. "They really 
enjoyed it and said it was all very 
recognisable, and they loved the 
complexity. We had lunch with them 
and it was funny, there were so many 
echoes of the play. It was a very 
affirming experience." 

The BAFTA Award-winning writer 


first had the idea for her play when 
she came across David Snowdon's 
book, Aging with Grace, which 
documented the scientist's Alzheimer's 
experiment. 

"I heard him on the radio talking 
about it and thought, 'this is 
incredible', so I read the book, which 
came out about six years ago I think, 
and which follows his journey visiting 
convents across the American mid¬ 
west. So 27 is inspired by this, and 
takes the idea of a character coming to 
Scotland to set up the same study." 

In a nutshell, Snowdon's project 
involved asking nuns to donate their 
brains after death to be examined in 
the name of Alzheimer's research: 
their unique, controlled living 
environment, involving constant 
routine and mental stimulation, 
making them a perfect society group 
to observe. 

"It's also an exploration of faith and 
it made me think of the parallel 
journey of a nun committed to a 
religious life and a scientist committed 
to his work. 

"I like the idea of religion and 
science coming together. That's what 
triggered the creation of our 
character, Dr Richard Garfield, and 
the friendship he forms with Ursula, 
who is about to be made Mother 
Superior and must decide whether or 
not to allow her 27 nuns to be part of 
the project." 

This dilemma gives the play much 
of its drive, and I'm keen to find out 
what Morgan herself would do in her 
character's shoes. 


"Ultimately I'm a great believer in 
the power of science: I carry an organ 
donor card, and I'd like to think that 
I'd be able to do that, yes. I 
understand, though, that it's very 
complex, the idea of becoming 
separated from your body after 
death." 

Do you think faith and science can 
go hand in hand? 

"Yes I do, I think science requires a 
degree of faith - it's about looking for 
answers and you don't always find 
them, so that demands a certain faith. 

"There's an interesting relationship 
between a nun and her body," 

Morgan continues. "In the play, Dr 
Garfield says something based on an 
Alexander Pope quote, that: 'the 
study of man is man', and the nun 
replies, 'yes, but the study of a Sister 
is her God'. I find that interesting, 
and the question of whether there is 
a God, and whether religion is still 
relevant in today's secular world. Not 
a lot of people go to church any 
more, let alone believe. But I do think 
the two go hand in hand actually." 

Having begun writing while at 
university, Morgan began tentatively 
writing for theatre after graduating, 
not daring to show her work to 
anyone. Her first play, Skinned, was 
staged in 1998, in the same year that 
she earned her first TV credit for 
drama series, Peak Practice. She has 
since picked up an Olivier Award 
nomination, a BAFTA and this year 
The Iron Lady came away with two 
Oscars. 

Yet despite her success, she 
remains humble. 

"I don't really feel pride," she 
explains, "it's more that I feel lucky 
getting to work with so many amazing 
people. A lot of them are people I've

worked with in the past as 
well." 

Her back-catalogue is 
diverse: from politicians to 
sex-addicts, set in all manner 
of times and places. 

"You become an expert 
for five minutes and end up 
knowing little bits about 
lots of different things. I 
love that: getting to 
become part of a 
completely different 
world," says Morgan. 

"But there are themes 
which do recur across 
my work, like power, 
loss of power, and 
memory and age."

The big film 



THE PACT 

Certificate 15,1h28m 

ALL families have their secrets and the 
dysfunctional clan at the centre of 
Nicholas McCarthy’s ghost story have 
an entire closet full of skeletons waiting 
to rattle their gnarled bones. 

The film opens with Nicole (Agnes 
Bruckner) wandering around her 
deceased mother’s creepy house in Los 
Angeles, a laptop computer in hand as 
she makes a video call to her daughter 
and younger sister Annie (Caity Lotz), 
who refuses to step inside the property. 

The little girl signals the start of the 
nastiness to come, asking sweetly: 
“Mummy, who’s that behind you?” 
Nicole spins around, alarmed. A 
nervous peek inside the closet that 
adjoins the lounge is the last we see of 
her. 

Soon after, biker chick Annie enters 
the fray, rightly concerned about the 
lack of contact with her sister. Strange 
noises, flickering lights and an 
unexplained break-in lead to the 
realisation that something is terribly 
wrong in the house. 

Annie asks local police detective 
Creek (Casper Van Dien) to investigate. 
Through his lackadaisical methods, he 
reveals a secret room and sparks 
Annie’s horrific memories of her 
childhood that have kept her far from 
the city. 

The Pact is expanded from the writer- 
director’s 11 -minute short film of the 
same name but sadly he runs out of 
ideas and dramatic momentum well 


before the bells have chimed on the first 
hour. 

It relies on some stratospheric 
suspensions of disbelief. Annie’s 
determination to stay inside a home that 
has clearly been the source of so much 
pain is hard to swallow when an unseen 
force starts smashing family 
photographs and dropping items in the 
kitchen. 

But when that same force starts 


flinging the stricken heroine around 
rooms like a rag doll, any sane 
individual would leap on to that 
motorcycle, head for the hills and never 
return. 

Alas, McCarthy’s flimsy script has 
no room for common sense and so 
Annie prevails in order to set up an 
unlikely resolution involving an old 
relative (Mark Steger) from the 
poisonous family tree. 


The jolts are sporadically effective 
but we’re savvy enough to second 
guess where McCarthy will take us next 
and the nasty surprises that could be 
lurking around the next poorly lit 
corridor. 

Production design is dark and 
gloomy, relying on what we can’t see to 
whir our imaginations into overdrive 
and conjure up scares that are 
disappointingly lacking in the script.

GARDENING 


Something's 
in the air... 


M OST of us can 
identify familiar 
scents in the 
garden; newly-mown 
grass, fragrant roses and 
lavender spring to mind. 

In fact, women nave a 
significantly better sense of 
smell than men, according to a 
survey by Gardeners' World 
magazine. 

The survey of 2,000 people 
found that women were able 
to recognise 14 out of 15 
garden scents better than men 
- including rose, lilac, freshly 
cut grass and compost. 

Freesias came out tops as 
our favourite scent, followed 
by strawberries and sweet 
peas. Creosote was the only 
smell men recognised as much 
as women. 

So it seems timely to create 
a scented garden to educate 
not only our men but to 
provide endless days and 
nights of aromatic summer 
pleasure outdoors. 

Indeed many plants grown 
for their scent come into their

own at dusk, including night- 
scented stocks, honeysuckle, 
jasmine and nicotiana. Plant 
them close to where you will 
be sitting in the evening and 
you won't miss their delicious 
scent. 

Others, such as lavender, 
thyme and rosemary, release 
their scent when you make 
contact with them, so are ideal 
for edging paths, so that visitors 
can appreciate their heady 
aroma when they brush past 
them. 

Sheltered spots devoid of 
wind, which can effectively 
blow the scent away, will 
provide an area of intense 
fragrance. If you have a bench 
in a sheltered spot, try growing 


roses up around it so you can 
catch that intensity when you 
sit. 

It is possible to combine 
natural fragrances for the best 
results and the magazine has 
created a scent wheel, similar 
to a colour wheel, to match 
scented plants to bring out the 
best in each other. 

Sweet scents which do well 
together include cottage 
garden favourites such as 
sweet pea, lilac, honeysuckle 
and rose, while a combination 
of citrus scents including 
lemon verbena, monarda and 
lime also work well together. 

If you like woody notes with 
sweet scents, go for lavender, 
sage and thyme, while more 
spicy notes are gained from 
dianthus, azalea and bay. 

If you're after scent when 
ou open your patio doors, 
eep your containers and 
hanging baskets close by with 
your fragrant favourites. 

I have a basket outside my 
patio door in the summer filled 
with the petunia Surfinia Blue 
Vein, whose flowers have a 
deep blue throat which pales

into the white outer petal. The 
smell of this type is fantastic - 
almost like a lily fragrance. 

Indeed, no scented garden 
would be complete without 
some sort of lily and one of the 
easiest to grow is the regal lily, 
Lilium regale. One bulb 
quickly builds up into a clump 
on most soils, producing a 
profusion of white, trumpet¬ 
shaped blooms with yellow 
throats and purple pink 
outsides, whose strong heady 
perfume is at its best on 
summer evenings. 

"Sniff a lily and you'll feel a 
sense of wellbeing that Chanel 
can never match," Alan 
Titchmarsh comments. They're 


perfect planted with roses, 
ornamental grasses and 
euphorbia. 

If you have an archway or 
pergola near your patio, you 
can choose from a wide variety 
of scented climbers including 
scented honeysuckles, 
wisterias, roses and jasmine. 

Trachelospermum 
jasminoides is a fantastic slow- 
growing climber which will 
reach around 10m (32ft) in 
height if placed in a sheltered 
position against a warm wall. It 
produces small white flowers 
against dark green oval-shaped 
leaves and its fragrance is 
fantastic. But you need to 
protect it against wind and 


frost in severe winters. 

It is not only flowers which 
produce wonderful scents 
during summer - rub some 
leaves of certain plants and 
you will be pleasantly 
surprised. me lemon-scented 
pelargonium (R crispum 
'Variegatum'), for instance, has 
cream-edged leaves which, if 
rubbed, emit a delicious lemon 
perfume. It produces pale 
mauve flowers throughout 
summer. 

With a little planning, you 
could soon have a garden full 
of fragrance which will last all 
summer.

BRITISH motorists 
are becoming more 
patient and polite, 
according to a survey. 

Far from the image of a 
nation of road-rage 
drivers, more than a third 
(34 per cent) of those 
polled said they smiled at 
other motorists when 
pushing in a queue or 
jumping lanes, while 20 
per cent use a friendly 
wave. 

Only 3 per cent 
admitted to losing their 
temper and swearing, 
with motorists aged 45 to 
54 the worst offenders. 


More women than men 
are prepared to use their 
charms by smiling at 
other drivers but 
motorists aged over 55 
are the least smiley of any 
age group. 

The survey was carried 
out in April on 2,000 
respondents by Opinion 
Matters for car super¬ 
market Carcraft. 

The poll also revealed 
that 60 per cent of 
motorists are happy to sit 
in queuing traffic until it 
moves, with 25 per cent 
prepared to seek an 
alternative route. 


Only a small minority 
said they pushed in 
where they could or 
jumped from lane-to-lane. 

Julia Dallimore, from 
Carcraft, said: “It appears 
drivers are getting less 
wound up when they’re 
on the road. 

“They’re becoming 
more patient and 
courteous, and instead of 
using their horns, 
swearing or cutting in 
front of other drivers 
they’re opting to use a 
smile or a wave instead.

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Fiat’s Panda gets extra-flexible

THE third generation Panda 
grows a little, gets more 
efficient engines and feels a 
whole lot better bolted 
together, writes Andy Enright 

Other than that, it reprises what 
has been a phenomenally 
successful theme. It will continue 
to be bought by those who 
recognise that cheap can still 
mean stylish. 

The third generation Panda 
sensibly concentrates on efficiency 
and utility rather than headline¬ 
grabbing performance. The two- 
cylinder TwinAir engine that 
debuted in the 500 and which 
walked the International 
Engine of the Year award in 
2011 is present and correct, ' 
this time in two separate 
guises. 

The entry-level Twinair 
powerplant is the 65bhp 
normally aspirated unit, or you 1 
can opt for this engine with a 
turbocharger which lifts its 
power to 85bhp. 

There’s also a rather more 
conventional, not to mention 
cheaper, 69bhp 1.2-litre four- 
cylinder engine. Those looking for 
a diesel powerplant will enjoy the 
75bhp 1.3-litre Multijet 2 engine. 

As yet there’s no word on 
whether the cheeky lOObhp model 
will see a replacement, but it 
hasn’t been ruled out. What is 
most certainly in the pipeline is a 
four-wheel-drive variant, which 
continues a theme that has run

through both first and second 
generation Panda models. 

Fiat has striven to comply with 
the original compact design brief 
but the latest Panda has grown by 
a few centimetres in order largely 
to comply with increasingly strin¬ 
gent safety regulations. While its 
designers were at it, the 
temptation to improve passenger 
and luggage space was impossible 
to resist. With an overall length of 
365cm, width of 164cm and height 


of 155cm, the Panda can seat five 
people and rather than the rather 
apologetic capacity of its 
predecessor, now features one of 
the largest luggage compartments 
in the city car segment. 

Practicality is boosted by a 
sliding split/fold rear bench. The 
Panda has always been a city car 
that can easily tackle more than 
just a scoot to the shops. Now that 
ability is further underscored. 

It’s easy to forget quite what a 
marker the Panda has laid down. It 
was the first city car to win the 
European Car of the Year award (in 
2004) and was the first such car to 


get a diesel engine (1986). Other 
firsts? How about the first to offer 
four-wheel drive (1983) in the 
iconic Panda 4x4, later carried 
through to the neat Panda 
Climbing. 

This third generation car gets a 
more flexible interior that features 
much superior materials quality 
and attention to build integrity. 
The build process has been 
improved to ensure quality and 
vehicle reliability should be better 
than before. 

The Fiat Panda probably didn’t 
need to be replaced as early as it 
had been. Despite having been on 


sale for eight years, the Panda was 
still selling well. Admittedly, the 
500 had made its interior look a 
little functional, and the latest 
car’s cabin is a good deal more 
classy. This third-generation car is 
better in virtually every regard but 
we’ll need to get some miles under 
our belts before we can give a 
definitive verdict as to whether 
this car retains the cheeky appeal. 

The signs look good though. Fiat 
can’t sell more than six million 
Pandas without gleaning a 
definitive insight into what typical 
customers want. 

Watch this space.

Vroom with a view in 
Toyota’s new Hilux 


FROM my lofty perch 
inside the Toyota Hilux 
I’ve been driving lately 
I’ve seen many things, 
writes Iain Dooley of PA 
News. 

I’m no stranger to chunky 
4x4s and pick-ups and what 
many owners say about 
feeling safe thanks to the 
raised driving is largely true. 

You can also see much 
further ahead than someone 
low down in, say, a Ford 
Focus, which helps 
enormously when it comes 
to spotting hazards on the 
road. 

The subject of responsible 
driving reared its ugly head 
again after recently passing 
a lone police motorcyclist 
undertaking speed checks 
on the arrow-straight A14. 

As the distant yellow dot 


got bigger as I approached it, 
I couldn’t imagine a more 
inappropriate advert for 
road safety. 

We’re all told of the 
dangers of stopping on hard 
shoulders, yet here was a 
local law enforcement 
officer spending his 
afternoon playing with 
speed gun with nothing 
more than a fluorescent 
jacket for protection against 
three lanes of 70mph traffic. 

What was he going to do if 
his gun spotted someone 
doing a very big speed? 

Would he jump on his 
bike and chase after them at, 
er speed, risking life and 
limb in the process? 

That the road in question, 
and its users, was covered by 
a permanent average speed 
camera set-up made the 
exercise even more futile. 


What would have been of 
greater value would have 
been an effort to stop and 
charge people for using their 
mobile phones while 
driving. 

At ground level you’ll 
struggle to see such activity, 
but from my lofty perch 
inside the Hilux I was privy 
to all sorts of stupid 
behaviour from map reading 
to one man using an iPad. 
Yes, you read that right, an 
iPad. 

But that’s OK because he 
was sticking to the speed 
limit and PC Hard Shoulder 
wouldn’t have been any the 
wiser. 

Some time ago, a certain 
police force decided to drive 
around in a lorry tractor unit 
to spot such behaviour as 
they realised that the lofty 
driving position was 


advantageous. 

Tales of witnessing mobile 
phone use when on the 
move and other more loopy 
activities - shaving, 
applying make-up - soon 
flowed to the local press and 
the experiment was deemed 
a great success. 

But I’ve seen nothing 
since of that one-off media 
stunt, which is a shame. 

Such activities continue 
because drivers know 
they’re not going to get 
caught. 

I’m a vocal critic of 
unmarked speed patrols for 
a variety of reasons, but 
there’s a lot to be said for the 
use of unmarked driver 
behaviour patrols. 

And you don’t need an 
expensive truck - just use a 
Hilux. That that really 
would be money well spent.

Thought 'is a 
Worthy Leger 
contender' 

WILLIAM Buick can envisage Thought 
Worthy making the progress to become a 
Ladbrokes St Leger contender. 

John Gosden's colt will have to make up 
more than 11 lengths on Camelot on form 
from last Saturday's Investec Derby, as the 
top three-year-old is expected to be in the 
Leger line-up as he chases the first Triple 
Crown since 1970. 

Buick and Gosden have teamed up to take 
the final Classic of the season for the past 
two years, with Arctic Cosmos and Masked 
Marvel, and the jockey was pleased with his 
fourth-placed finish at Epsom. 

Thought Worthy is a full-brother to Gosden's 
2007 Leger winner, Lucarno, in the same 
ownership. 

"I don't think he had any problems at all, he 
ran very well and I was very proud of him," 
Buick said. 

"It was a straightforward race and he ran as 
well as I could have hoped, to be honest. 
"Obviously the winner, Camelot, is an 
exceptional horse and different class in his 
age group, certainly. Main Sequence and 
Astrology are solid horses too, and he'll 
improve. Come September, he might just be 
right for Doncaster." 

Buick finished one place higher in the Oaks 
but was far less satisfied about the result 
with Gosden's The Fugue getting badly 
hampered. "She should have won the Oaks, 
it's as simple as that," he said. "She was 
unlucky, she got squeezed out and that 
finished the race for her." 


There was better news for the jockey in 
France on Sunday when he helped Gosden's 
Aiken stretch his winning sequence to six in 
the Grand Prix de Chantilly. 

■ It is back to the drawing board for 
connections of Ektihaam after he was 
well-beaten after being badly hampered in a 
rough race for the Prix du Jockey Club. 

The King Edward VII Stakes at Royal Ascot is 
still be a possible target, although the colt 
could be given a short holiday if the 
unsuccessful trip to Chantilly has taken a lot 
out of him. 

Ektihaam, trained by Roger Varian, had gone 


for the extended 10-furlong Group One 
contest on the back of finishing second to 
Bonfire in the Dante Stakes at York. 

"It was the boring bit for everybody that 
no-one learnt anything. It was such a rough 
race. Paul (Hanagan) said in all his days 
riding it was the roughest race he'd ever 
been in," said Angus Gold, racing manager 
to owner Sheikh Hamdan Al Maktoum. 

"Over that trip at Chantilly it was too many 
runners. It's not for me to tell people what to 
do, but I think they have to address that. 

"A lot of people never got a run and we are 
going into the middle of the season not 


knowing what we've got. We learnt nothing 
at all. He just got murdered so many times 
Paul left him alone, so we've got to go back 
to the drawing board and start again. 
"There's every chance we'll have to give him 
a bit of a break depending on how he is, 
then we'll see what the options are and take 
it from there." 

■ Racing at Newmarket switches to the July 
Course this week with an action-packed 
two-day meeting. 

Friday is Countryside Day (first race 
2.10pm), while Saturday is the Stobart 
Group Raceday (first race 1.45pm). 


Rob’s Portugal points haul ‘shows championship-winning consistency’ 


Huff’s happy 
despite losing 
ground at top

ROB Huff lost ground in the 
World Touring Car Champ¬ 
ionship as his table-topping 
team-mate Yvan Muller turned 
in strong performances in 
Portimao, Portugal. 

While Frenchman Muller piloted 
his Chevrolet Cruze to victory in the 
first race, Huff had to make do with 
third spot behind the SEAT Leon of 
pole-sitter Gabriele Tarquini - his 
ninth podium finish of the year. 


The second outing of the day saw 
reigning champion Muller follow up 
his first-race victory with a 
fifth-placed finish, one place adrift 
of Huff. The race was won by 
another Chevrolet driver, Alain 
Menu from Switzerland, in 
dominant fashion as he led from the 
front after a perfect start. 

It marked a strong comeback for 
the Swiss driver after he battled back 
from ninth on the grid in race one to 
finish fifth. 


Muller now leads the champ¬ 
ionship standings with 245 points, 
ahead of Huff on 227 and Menu on 
208. The domination of the trio is 
underlined in the manufacturers’ 
championship, where Chevrolet 
leads the way with 578 points, 
well ahead of BMW on 389 and 
SEAT on 370. 

The competition will now take a 
break before moving to Curitiba, 
Brazil, where the next round will be 
held on July 21-22. 


Huff’s verdict was: “While it’s 
disappointing not to move into the 
summer break with a victory, 
it’s consistency that wins 
championships. 

“I’ve picked up another 29 
valuable points this weekend, and I 
can’t wait to get back behind the 
wheel of my Chevrolet Cruze in six 
weeks’ time.” 

Menu said: “I changed the car a lot 
after race one, and I was much 
happier with it.”
